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Ramp* e-si (formerly knot® as Chinnatap’o-si) is the only port and naval 

base on vhe nest boast, and Is also the top Industrial center in North 

Korea. During the Korean War, it was almost reduced to ash by the 

boobing of the DR air force. Particularly, the Ranp'o Shelter and most 

port facilities were seriously damaged. The post-war three-year plan 

stressed that major industrial facilities in the city such as the Kmap’o 

Smelter, the Ramp'o Glass Factory, and the August 15 Factory be preferentially 

built in parallel with the Ijousing program for the citisano who had lived in 

bunkers during the War. Also, at the 3rd General Heating of the Korean Labor 

Party, it was decided that the Ramp'o Port be reconstructed and expanded for 9< - Y1 

foreign trade.

To perform the overall task 

of reconstructing Ramp'o-ai, the Naap'o-si Construction Trust was created in 
early 1957, which was a Gra ds I enterprise with a total strength of 1,000 
employees. 1 the entire reconstruction program of Ramp’o-ei 9£ - yi 

was being successfully carried on, many multi-storied buildings already ZDA 

oonpleted or under construction in the downtown area. 


Most buildings already completed and under construction are semi- 
prefabricated structures. For most construction projects, city residents 
are mobilised, especially senior middle school and collage students for 
foundations works. For instance, in 1957, each family was required 
to produce four cubic meters of gravel. However, no foreign technicians 
and engineers were observed to be working at any construction site. The 
Ramp’o-si Construction Trust was in use of two 1-2 ton cranes and one 
buldoser, all the three of Soviet make, and a cement mixer of unknown make. 
All construction materials ware furnished by domestic manufactures, i.e., 
cement came from the Haeju and Stykghorl Cement Factories, brick from the 
Kangnam and Mangot Ceramic Factories as wall as the Testing Ceramic 
Factory in P’y rf ngyanfl-s l. and glass from the Hmn’ o Glass Factory. 
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According to hearsay, Namp’o-ai baa a population of about 60,000, about 
50 percent of vhioh is believed to be those laborers and their dependants, 
who ere employed by the Rfcmp'o Smelter, the August 15 Factory (a shipyard), 
the Ramp'o Glass Factory, and the Ranp'o Port. The rest includes farmers, 
merchants, and anployees of various sales cooperatives, production coopera- 
tives, and fishing cooperatives. In early 1958, to augment labor force 
required by the above named big enterprises, a great mmber of laborers 
were newly brought from Kangtffrwb to Ramp’o-si, together with their families. 
At that time, the Ranp’o Port received 30 laborers out of them. 
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4. In Naop'o-sl, internal affairs are controlled by the Ramp'o-el Internal 
Affairs Station and its three subordinate sub-stations. The total number 
of their maployees is unknown, but each sub-station is manned by seven to 
ten personnel* Besides , the Napp’o-el Internal Affairs Station has a fire 
fighting unit whioh is furnished with a two-ton fire truck and a fire 
pump. The fire fighting unit is headed by an Internal affairs officer with 
the rank of lieutenant, and he has an unknown umber of men under his 
control.
